Welcome  to  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  Welcome  to  the  world  of 
unknowns.  If  you  survived  “Juras¬ 
sic  Park."  there  is  hope  you  will 
survive  the  college  experience. 

Let’s  regress  a  little,  not  as 
far  back  as  the  Jurassic  age,  but 
perhaps  to  the  age  of  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  Saint  Joseph  as  a  person 
into  your  life ...  the  Saint  J oseph  for 
whom  this  college  was  named. 
Where  does  Saint  Joseph  fit  Into 
your  life?  What  do  you  know  about 
Saint  Joseph?  Do  you  have  a  his¬ 
tory  of  Saint  Joseph?  What  traits 
do  you  see  In  Saint  Joseph?  Who 
are  the  Josephs  in  your  life? 

In  my  generation,  Joseph 
fit  easily  into  life;  the  knowledge  of 
his  history  was  generously 
sprinkled  throughout  twelve  years 
of  Catholic  education.  He  became 
known  to  me  as  a  person  who  was 
a  dutiful  husband  and  parent.  He 
was  considered  the  Patron  Saint 
among  many  ethnic  and  occupa¬ 
tional  groups.  How  many  of  you 
presently  have  names  that  are 
derived  from  Joseph?  Joe,  Maryjo, 
Joanne,  Billy  Joe,  Jolene,  Jo¬ 
sephine?  In  my  generation,  there 
were  many  peers  whose  names 
included  some  form  of  Joseph.  For 
me  as  a  young  student  In  a  Catholic 
atmosphere,  priorities  were  devo¬ 
tions  to  Joseph  and  Mary.  Also 
passed  down  through  the  genera¬ 
tions  has  been  the  heritage  of  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  names  Joseph  and 
Mary  as  powerful  spiritual  guides. 
Some  of  your  parents  may  remem¬ 
ber  turning  in  school  papers  al¬ 
ways  with  the  insignia  “JMJ“  on 
the  top  of  the  paper. 

It  was  very  clear  to  me  that 
Joseph  ranked  pretty  high  in  the 
pecking  order  of  Saints.  The  traits 
I  attributed  mostly  to  Joseph  were 
gentleness,  responsibility,  trustful¬ 
ness,  and  strength  In  relation  to  his 
family,  occupation,  and  relation¬ 
ships  with  others. 

So,  how  does  Saint  Joseph 
fit  into  your  life,  or  better  yet.  does 
he  fit  Into  your  life  at  all?  To  your 


generation,  Joseph  can  be  perceived 
as  gender  free.  He  Is  a  Saint  that 
has  endured  throughout  the  gen¬ 
erations.  The  effects  of  his  history 
are  everlasting.  Do  you  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  history  of  Saint 
Joseph?  Are  you  curious  about 
getting  to  know  the  Patron  Saint  of 
this  College?  His  message  Is  perti¬ 
nent  to  all  religious  backgrounds. 

I  challenge  all  of  you  to  de¬ 
velop  the  curiosity  to  find  the  re¬ 
sources  that  will  better  acquaint 
you  personally  with  this  esteemed 
Saint.  Take  the  many  opportuni¬ 
ties  offered  to  you  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College  to  get  to  know  him.  Priests, 
Brothers,  Sisters,  professors,  scrip¬ 
tures,  and  library  holdings  can  all 
be  resources  of  knowledge  for  you. 
If  you  can’t  answer  In  depth  about 
Joseph's  life,  what  traits  would  you 
identify  with  Joseph?  Does  he 
represent  more  toyou  an  Identity  of 
his  traits  opposed  to  an  Identity  of 
his  history?  Do  you  have  a  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  responsibility  and 
human  caring  for  another  individ¬ 
ual  that  Joseph  exhibited  in  his 
relationship  with  Jesus  and  Mary? 

So  too,  you  will  be  called 
upon  many  times  these  first  few 
months  to  be  a  role  model,  to  exer¬ 
cise  these  traits  as  you  begin  a  life 
that  Is  not  so  private,  a  life  that 
begins  with  the  expectation  that 
you  will  accommodate  personally 
to  community  living.  Whether  these 
accommodations  take  place  in  the 
dorm,  classroom,  or  on  the  playing 
fields,  will  you  effectively  be  able  to 
care  for  these  new  people  in  your 
life?  At  what  point  in  your  life  will 
it  make  a  difference  to  you  to  re¬ 
sponsibly  accept  the  role  that  will 
best  provide  you  with  the  growth  to 
be  happy  with  yourself,  to  better 
serve  others?  A  role  similar  to  the 
responsibility  that  Joseph  accepted 
as  a  parent  to  the  Baby  Jesus. 

Or  could  Joseph  represent 
to  you  the  traits  of  gentleness  and 
strength  that  has  been  attributed 
to  him  in  his  everyday  work  ethic  as 
a  hard  worker  who  never  com¬ 
plained  but  seemed  more  to  enjoy 
the  quiet  role  of  silent  accomplish¬ 
ment.  Please  be  assured  this  Is  a 


role  that  has  been  passed  down 
through  the  generations  and  sought 
after  by  many. 

An  example  of  this  is  a 
person  who  exudes  strength  of 
purpose  but  is  more  of  a  listener 
than  the  person  who  seeks  the 
limelight.  By  this  time  you  have 
already  found  such  a  person, 
whether  it  be  among  your  peer 
group,  your  professors,  your  resi¬ 
dent  assistant,  or  your  Freshman 
Leader  ...  or  maybe  you  are  fulfill¬ 
ing  this  role  yourself.  Listeners  are 
to  be  treasured.  They  allow  the 
talkers  the  strength  to  grow  in 
thought  and  mind. 

Joseph’s  family  situation  as 
a  father  was  quite  unusual  at  the 
time.  What  more  perfect  Saint  to 
represent  today’s  youth  with  all  the 
diversity  that  exists  in  families.  We 
need  to  realize  we  all  come  from 
different  backgrounds.  Inherit  dif¬ 
ferent  family  weaknesses,  and 
exhibit  different  family  strengths. 

And  finally,  who  are  the 
Josephs  in  your  life?  My  Immedi¬ 
ate  Josephs  are  my  husband  and 


family.  My  extended  Josephs  kick 
In  when  I  become  a  part  of  the  team 
life  of  students,  faculty,  and  staff  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College.  Look  at 
your  past  support  system  for  the 
Josephs  that  gave  you  strength 
and  gentleness.  Now  your  Josephs 
will  be  part  of  this  present  college 
community. 

So,  as  Joseph  did,  pick  up 
your  staff,  accept  the  fact  you  are  In 
college,  and  devise  a  plan  for  your 
own  personal  success  in  tandem 
with  your  Josephs. 

You  need  to  know  you  are 
never  alone  physically  and  spiritu¬ 
ally.

Welcome  to  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege! 

I  hope  the  coming  weeks  and 
months  are  a  positive  and  exciting 
experience  for  each  of  you .  I’m  sure 
that  many  of  you  have  questions- 
and  perhaps  some  doubts  or  ap- 
prehenslons-about  beginning  col¬ 
lege.  That's  natural,  and  certainly 
normal. 

My  freshman  advising  staff  and 
I  have  one  main  goal: 

During  orientation  and 
throughout  first  semester  (a  period 
we  refer  to  as  extended  orientation) 
we  want  to  help  you  deal  with  your 
concerns  and  make  a  successful 
transition  to  college  life. 

During  orientation  and  the 
freshman  seminar  you’ll  meet  sev¬ 
eral  key  people  who  will  help  you 
adjust  to  Saint  Joseph's. 

These  include  your  orientation 
group  leader,  your  freshman  semi¬ 
nar  student  leaders,  and  your  fac¬ 
ulty  advisor.  These  staff  members 
have  been  trained  to  assist  you. 
They’re  friendly  and  approachable, 
so  feel  free  to  call  upon  them. 

Your  group  leader  will  try  to 
make  you  feel  at  home  during  ori¬ 


entation. 

He  or  she  will  also  accompany 
you  to  the  many  scheduled  events 
during  orientation.  To  give  you  a 
chance  to  start  making  new  friends, 
you’ll  generally  be  grouped  with 
other  new  students  from  your  dorm 
floor.  If  you're  a  new  commuting 
student,  we'll  try  to  give  you  a 
chance  to  meet  some  of  the  other 
new  commuters  (maybe  you  can 
even  coordinate  transportation 
plans!) .  plus  we'll  get  you  Involved 
in  activities  with  the  resident  stu¬ 
dents. 

Your  freshman  seminar  lead¬ 
ers  will  work  with  you  throughout 
first  semester  in  a  one-credit  course 
that  all  freshmen  take. 

You  'll  meet  with  you  r  freshman 
seminar  group  on  Thursday  and 
Sunday  during  orientation  and  once 
a  week  thereafter. 

This  team  will  help  you  plan 
your  freshman  year  and  will  work 
with  you  to  develop  what  I  call  “col¬ 
lege  survival  and  success  skills." 
One  of  the 
most  lmpor- 
tant  things 
you  and  your 
advisor  will  do 
during  the 
first  days  of 
orientation  Is 
plan  your  first 
semester  aca¬ 
demic  sched¬ 
ule.  Please 
don’t  worry  if 
your  fresh¬ 
man  advisor  Is 
not  from  the 
academic  area 
you’re  think¬ 
ing  about  as  a  possible  major  or 
concentration.  We  planned  It  that 
way  to  lessen  the  pressures  on  you. 

Your  advisor  will  help  you  ex¬ 
plore  all  your  academic  options 
and  Interests. 

If  during  your  freshman  year 
you  develop  new  interests  or  you 
change  your  mind  about  your  in¬ 
tended  course  of  study,  your  advi¬

sor  can  assist  you  In  sorting  things 
out.  He  or  she  has  been  trained  to 
help  you  In  planning  your  first  year 
program,  no  matter 
what  your  academic 
Interests  or  intended 
major  may  be. 

Many  of  you  may 
be  wondering  what 
you’ll  study  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College, 
what  your  major  will 
be,  what  courses  you 
should  take.  My 
main  message  to  you 
is:  RELAX. 

If  you’re  unsure 
about  a  major, 
there's  plenty  of  time 
to  decide  on  one.  If 
you've  decided  al- 
ready,  that’s  fine  too. 

Remember, 
there’s  no  problem 
with  changing  your  mind  later. 
There  are  only  a  few  courses  of 
study  at  SJC  (your  advisor  can  tell 
you  about  them)  In  which  you  have 
to  get  started  right  away  as  a  first 
semester  freshman  In  order  to  com¬ 
plete  all  the  graduation  require¬ 
ments  In  four  years.  During  the 
coming  year,  your  advisor  will  help 
you  make  an  informed  decision 
about  a  major  so  that  by  the  middle 
of  second  semester  you  can  be 
transferred  to  a  new  advisor  within 
your  Intended  area  of  specializa¬ 
tion.  For  now,  my  ad¬ 

vice  to  you  is  to  use  your  freshman 
year  to  explore 
your  Interests 
as  fully  as  pos- 
mtEUKBM  sible. 

Broaden 
your  horizons. 
Remember, 
there  are  many 
courses  of 
study  and  ex¬ 
tra-curricular 
activities  here 
at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College 
that  probably 
didn’t  exist  In 
your  high 
school.  The 
coming  two  semesters  can  become 
an  exciting  period  of  self-discovery. 

I  hope  over  the  course  of  the  se¬ 
mester  you  will  come  to  regard  both 
your  advisor  and  the  student  lead¬ 
ers  working  with  him/her  as  valu¬ 
able  resource  persons.
